first end where the first end is connected to the inlet of the cartridge. 
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Regarding claim 9, the closest cited prior art do not teach, or fairly suggest 
the combination in a method for assembling a cartridge that includes a device 
having a hollow body with holes along the walls where the inside of the wall 
includes one or more ridges arranged on it, and the device further includes a 
second closed end and an open first end where the first end is connected to the 
inlet of the cartridge so that the first end receives the fluid introduced into the 
cartridge and the fluid exits the device through the holes.
